Gambling Rumors

corporation have again amended their boundaries.

poker and pan parlors has not 
been dismissed from the minds 
of the proponents.” 


ACCORDING TO P e t e r s o n , 
word was received here on July 
16 from th«* county clerk at R iver­ 
side saying that proponents of in­ 
corporation of N o r th P a l m 
Springs had filed on July 11 a 
•econd amended description to the 
notice of intemion to circulate a 
petition to incorporate, and the 
change added a total of approxi­ 
mately three square miles. 
With the addition of the three 
square miles, the total area to be 
incorporated now is some 
18 
square miles. Added were quarter 
and half sections to make the 
boundaries on section lines The 
changes listed added a quarter of 
Section 2 making it a full half 
section on the south and increased 


Sections 16. 17. 20. 21. 22. 19 and 
30 to full sections instead of parts 
of sections.

WASHINGTON IDPD — Consumer 
prices edged up to a new all-time 
record peak in June, the govern­ 
m ent reported today. 
The consumer price index went 
up less than one-tenth of one per 
cent to reach 123.7 per cent of 
average prices in 1947-49 T h i s 
was 2 9 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 


LABOR DEPARTMENT experts 
said that living costs were prac- 
ticallv at a standstill and describ-1 
ed the increase as "tiny” and 
‘fractional." 
The departm ent s Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics also announced that 
the take-home pay of the average 
factory worker reached a record 
high last month. 


THE EARNINGS of the typical 
factory hand after federal tax de­ 
ductions were $75.55 for a worker , 
with three dependents. 
But the buying power of his 
pay check was trimmed by the 
rise in living costs agd was 21 -a 
per cent under a year ago. the 
departm ent said.

After a thorough investigation, 
Director of Public Works Frank 
Hamerschlag reported today that 
nothing but a full scale bridge 
over Tahquitz River on Sunrise 
Way would be feasible and any­ 
thing else would not gain the ap­ 
proval of the County Flood Con­ 
trol Commission. 
A letter from John B r y a n t , 
county flood control chief, pointed 
out that the cost of a "temporal- 
ary" bridge at the creek would 
be almost as much as a perm­ 
anent bridge and would c a u s e 
trouble by allowing the water to 
back up in the channel, Hamer­ 
schlag said.

Foot said he ordered the drastic 
island-wide round-up after learn­ 
ing the Greek Cypriot under­ 
ground organization planned to 
unleash a new terrorist cam ­ 
paign. The o p e r a t i o n w a s 
screened by a security blackout 
that included cutting communi­ 
cations with the outside world.

Coming at a 
time when companies have not yet re­ 
flected increased earnings or are still 
In preparatory production and market­ 
ing stages, the steadiness of the market 
anti the solidarity of its gains show that 
business and financial circles are con­ 
vinced that the upturn is now shaping 
up as anticipated. 
With stock prices having finally re­ 
gained and passed the peaks prior to 
the sharp 1957 sell-off, it is to be ex­ 
pected that there will be a period of 
profit taking and selling for tax pur­ 
poses, but by and large market pros­ 
pects for the last half of 1958 show ev­ 
ery sign of much more favorable per­ 
formance for Investors than at any 
time in recent years. 
With inflationary tendencies slightly 
overbalancing depressive effects, even 
the layman is convinced that prices will 
not be lower and that now is as favor­ 
able a time as any to buy, be it a home 
appliance or real estate. 
In short, the future of the entire 
country has never looked better.
